“HAVANA, Dec. , 189.—Dear friend 
Justo: Our brave General Antonio Maceo 
and the greater part of his staff have been 
murdered by the Spaniards, the Spanish 
Major Cirujeda acting the part of assassin, 
with Dr. Maximo Zertucha as an assis- 
tant in the horrible drama. 

“Convinced that, notwithstanding his 
enormous army, he could do nothing 
against our gallant leader, who had so re- 
peatedly defeated the Spanish Generals in 
Pinar del Rio, Weyler conceived the idea 
of appeasing his beastly instincts by cold- 
blooded murder, and making the best of 
the relations between Dr. Zertucha ‘and 
the Marquis of Ahumada, he planned with 
the latter his hellish scheme.

They know 
full well. They have buried n to cover 
their treachery to a degree and will ex- 
hume it soon and eay ah, here is the body 
of Maceo. 

“From to-day Cuba will fight harder than 
ever before. This will be a sad day for 
Spain. I do not know who will succeed 
Maceo, but I think tt will be Col. Rios 
Rivera, a brave and intelligent soldier.” 

The letter goes on to say that as Maceo 
crossed the trocha going to the place up- 
pointed for the meeting he passed the Span- 
ish sentincis under Spanish protection, and 


Maceo and his staff, numbering thirty-five 
men and officers, came to a hiliside thickly 
studded with small pines and underbrush. 
Here a Spanish outpost was ed. Ma- 
ceo. sent forward his fag and in a few mo- 
ments he wes signeled to advance. As the

SPAIN’S IDEA. 


She Wants to Crush Cuba Before Of- 
fering Reforms. 


MADRID, Dec. 12.—Those conversant with 
the plan of the Spanish Premier state that 
since the debate of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties the government has not thought of the 
proposed reforms in Cuba, being solely oc- 
— with providing means for the suc- 
cess of the war. While they consider the 
death of Antonio Maceo is a great blow to 
the insurgents, it is pointed out that some 
time must elapse before it can fully be felt. 
When Maceo and Gomez were asked at an 
earlier period of the insurrection whether 
they would order their followers to lay 
down their arms in the event that autom- 
ony was granted to Cuba, they refused, and 
said they would only consent to complete 
independence and a republican form of gov- 
ernment. Spain, therefore, is convinced that 
the rebellion is crushed by force of arms, 
and that to discuss reforme at the present 
moment would equivalent to proposin 
an arrangement with the insurgents whic 
at most would secure a peace which would 
not last six months, It is maintained that 
eo long as the slightest doubt of the superi- 
ority of Spain exists in Cuba the war will 
continue, but that when her superiority is 
established Spain will consider the advis- 
ability of granting such reforms ag she may 
think necessary. : 


THE NEWS IN NEW YORE.

He remembered that long ago he had led 
his bride to the altar in the month of De-

remembered, too, that her birthday came 
just at this time and that his own fell on 
Christmas day. 

An old man, past the prime of life, these 
pictures of youth and happiness rose up be- 
fore him and made his burdens heavier 
than he could bear. He ended it all by 
suicide.

the Territory.

PARIS, Tex., Dec. 12.—A remarkable his - 
covery ‘is reported from Neshoba County, 
Choctaw Nation. Some days ago a hunting 
party penetrated into the wilds of the Seven 
Devils mountains in search of game. Their 
dogs chased a wildcat into a large hole 
at the base of a cliff. The hunters deter- 
mined to penetrate it. With lanterns and 
torches and guns in hand they proceeded 
to enter. They had gone only a short dis- 
tance along the narrow entrance, which 
was about 7 feet in height, when it opened 
into a large chamber with a circular vaulted 
roof, the center of which was some 35 or 40 
feet from floor to ceiling. There was noth- 
ing peculiar in the formation of the stone, 
it being a sort of hard, red sandstone. Sey- 
eral doors or openings led further into 
the mountain. The hunters took one that 
was considerably larger than the rest. 

They had gone only a few feet when they 
found themselves in another chamber, 
which was about 20x20 and almost exactly 
square. In a sharp angle of the chamber 
they found some cooking implements of 
the most primitive character, a pile of 
charcoal and ashes and sticks of wood. 
This interested the party so much that 
they forgot the game they had entered the 
Place in search of; and they continued 
their investigations. A few feet away upon 
a ledge of rock, several feet in width, they 
discovered the skeleton of a human being 
lying upon some kind of texture that crum- 
bled at the touch.

The charges against Koenig are that he 
employed Bernard Huelsmann on school re- 
pair work at 20 cents an hour, while Koe- 
nig’s brother-in-law, Contractor Alex 
Waters, collected 40 cefits an hour from 
the board for Huelsmann's work; and, in- 
ferentially, that Koenig and Waters divided 
the difference. 


The investigation was begun on Koenig's 
own motion. From the statements made by 
President Bus when the charges were first 
made by Huelsmann, Koenig had little to 
fear from the appointment of an investi- 
gating committee. On ere of the 
source of the investigation and President 
Bus’ declarations, the public had little to 
hope for but a “whitewash.’”’ 

resident Bus named the committee late 
yesterday afternoon. 

Perhaps no one was more surprised at 
its composition than Koenig himself. 

McClain, who is of the 
minority in the board and an avowed anti- 
ringster, is named by Bus as one of the 
committee. 

Director E. Henry Vordtriede, who, while 
voting with the majority in the board on 
party lines, has given evidence on several 
occasions of his disapproval of the methods 
of the “‘ring’’ of which Koenig is a member, 
is — member of the Investigating Com- 
mittee, 

Henry Gaus, president of the Henry Gaus 

Sons’ Manufacturing Company, is an- 
other. 

E. F. W. Meter, ex-member of the City 
Council and a well-known queensware mer- 
chant, is also on the committee. ‘ 

If these gentlemen render a “whitewash’ 
report, or seek to suppress what evidence 
may be presented to substantiate Huels- 
mann’s charges, the surprise will be greater 
than that occasioned by their selection b 
President Bus to investigate his good frien 
Mr. Koenig.

NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—Edward Hale of 
Treland won the «six-day bicycle race in 
Madison Square Garden, having ridden 1,910 
miles and eight laps between midnight last 
Bunday and 10 o'clock to-night. 

J. 8. Rice of Wilkesbarre, Pa., finished 
pecond with 1,882 miles and six laps to his 
credit. . 

Twelve riders broke the world’s r@ord 
for 142 hours made by Albert Schock in 
1893; 1,600 miles and one lap. 

Twenty-eight men started and 15 rode at 
the finish. The straln on them has been 
great and they showed ‘tthe effects of loss 
of sleep. Hale and Rice, who finished 
first and second, were fresher than any of 
the others. 

Hale spurted to the end and between 9 
and 10 o’clock made a mile in 2:40 after 
having ridden for more than 141 hours. 

Taylor, the colored boy who has been in 
buoyant spirits all the week, was so stiff 


when he dismounted that he had to be car- 
ried to his dressing room. 

The Garden has been crowded day and 
might throughout the race, and society’ has 
Jent Rs appearance to the contest. The 
Gixty-ninth Regiment Band cheered the 
riders and added to the enthusiasm of the 
spectators. 

All the riders were quartered in the Gar- 
den. Each man had a Uttle tent pitched 
mear the Fourth avenue entrance, where 
pe was carried off by his trainers and hand- 
ers.

BLOODY FIGHT ON BROADWAY. 


Rastus Abington Clubbed Half to 
Death After He Had Used 
His Revolver. 


Rastus Abington, who is colored, 19 years 
old and mixes pulverized clay and coloring 
matter for the American Press Brick Com- 
pany, got his Christmas good and early. 

As soon as the two white men he shot 
can get about to testify, and the gashes in 
his scalp heal so he can bat his eyes. with- 
out hurting his head, he will get a trial 
and maybe go to the Workhouse. 

Rastus sleeps and eats at 8414 North 
Broadway, but does his drinking and most 
of his talking at Estelburger’s saloon, 5256 
North Broadway. 

He and Humphrey King were quarreling 
in front of Estelburger’s last night, when 
Dick Mosby, Steve Kulage’s colored team- 
ster, ttold them to hush. 

Rastus "lowed that no — nigger mule 
driver could make him hush, “an’ hit a 
Saddy night, an’ Christmas a-comin,”’ 
whereat Mosby knocked hm down, 

As Rastus rose he unlimbered a revolver, 
and before he was steady on his feet he had 
fired three shots. The first went wild. 

The second caught Louis Merhoff in the 
left leg, above tthe ankle. The third per- 
forated the ankle of one Kulage, who is 
akin to Dick Mosby’s employer. 
Mosby had dodged into the crowd and 
wasn’t touched. 

But his feelings were hurt. He drew a 
revolver and Rastus ran. Mosby pursued 
him, and after a spirited sprint of 100 yards 
overtook him. The yellow streak in Rastus 
had asserted itself. He didn’t attempt to 
shoot the teamster. 

Mosby knocked him down with the butt 
of his revolver, splitting the scalp to the 
skull, then he hammered him till he quit 
crying for help. 

Every time the heayy. pistol butt fell on 
the young negro’s head the blood spurted, 


jand there was a job for the surgeon. 


Mosby seemed to think he had killed Ras- 
tus, for as soon as the latter quit yelling 
he fied himself. 

The police came by the time Rastus hed 
been dnegged into a store and the wounded 
white men had been made ready for a ride 
in an ambulance. 

Rastus was conveyed to the North Side 
Dispensary, where five gashes in his head 
were stitched up and his bruised counte- 
nance sponged off with an antiseptic solu- 
tion. He was then sent to the Fair Grounds 
Station to reflect on the impropriety of 
shooting white men in the legs. 

The wourded white men will be lame for 
months, and Kulage may lose his foot, as 
the bullet lodged in his ankle joint. He was 
taken to Dr. Kies’ office, where his wound 
was dressed. 

Merhoff 1s a clerk in Clazing’s grocery, 5130 
North Broadway, and lives at 5800 North 
Broadway. He was taken to his home.

ALARM OF FIRE 
CAUSED A PANIC. 


WOMEN TRAMPLED BY A FRIGHT- 
ENED CROWD. 


SENSATION. AMONG SHOPPERS. 


A Fool in a Crowded Store on South 


Broadway Caused a 
Stampede. 


Four women were badly injured in a panic 


street at 9 o’clock last night. 

That some were not killed outright, and 
many more gravely injured is wonderful. 

The four floors of the store were crowded 
with buyers, when someone on the fourth 
floor shouted fre“ at the top of his voice. 

The cry was repeated several times and 
then was taken up by the crowd, and was 
sounded from each floor. Women shrieked 
and ran for the stairways, seeking to es- 
cape. 

Mrs. Minnie Smith of 1206 South Seventh 
street, Miss Lulu Alt of 1510 South Broad- 
wey, Mrs. Henrietta Knoliman of 810 Ann 
avenue and Mrs. Mary Hood of 704 South 
Seventh street were thrown to the floor and 
trampled in the jam of people, who were 
intent only on e. 

It was when the crowd was greatest that 
the alarm was given. The toy department 
is located on the fourth floor and ‘hundreds 
of buyers were making their Christmas sel- 
ections. Suddenly the loud voice of a man 
shouted out the alarm. " 

There was no sign of fire on that floor, 
but the people concluded that the fire was 
on one of the lower floors and they made a 
mad rush for the stairs and elevators. Men 
were equally frightened with the women, 
and the weaker were trampled under foot. 

People on the lower floors heard the 
shrieks and cries of fire which had been 
taken up on all the floors. The panic 
which began on the top floor Spread to 
. art of the store, and consternation 

Max Schulz was on the top floor when the 
alarm was given. He saw the person who 
first gave the alarm. He Says he was a 
young man, who, after crying fre“ several] 
times, lost himself in the crowd. 

Mr. Schulz saw there was no fire and 
tried to stop the crowd. Mounting a counter 
he tried to stop them, but they were thor- 
oughly panic-stricken and could not be re- 
stra:‘ned. Managers in the different depart- 
ments did not lose their presence of mind 
aus press o restrain the crowd, but without 
avail. 
An alarm of fire had been turned in and 
when the firemen arrived they saw at a 
glance their presence was unnecessary. 
There was not a sign of fire nor had there 
en. 
Mr. Schulz says he is confident he can 
ew the young man who created the 
panic. 
“I feel sure that he was put up to do what 
he did,” said Mr, Schulz, “by some of our 
competitors, who are jealous of us. It must 
have been that, for no one else could have 
had any object in injuring us so. 
Mr. Schulz wanted the reporter not to- 
exaggerate in telling of the panic. e was 
asked for a reasonable estimate of the num- 
ber of people in the store at the time. He 
thought there were between 5,000 and 10,000 
resent, and there were nearer 10,000 than 


“It was the biggest crowd that was ever 
assembled in any one store in St. Louis at 
any one time,“ he said.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 10, 1896.—To the 
Bimetallists of the United States: The con- 
test of 1896, which for some months has en- 
gaged public attention, was determined at 
the ballot box upon the 3d ult. in favor of 
the Republican candidate. While the sup- 
porters of Mr. Bryan and the great prin- 
ciples which he espoused nave no reason 
to regret the effort made in his behalf, and 
which we will renew when occasion re- 
quires it, it is only the part of wisdom to 


accept with the utmost good faith the de- 
cision of the American people upon this or 
any other question submitted to their de- 
liberate judgment, which is always sure in 
the end ta be correctly decided by that tri- 
bunal. The struggle was one of great im- 
bort to the material interests of the repub- 
ic and was contested with unusual interest 
by the contending. parties. 

It was from the very outset one of mark- 
ed inequality in point of influence and pow- 
er, and may well be considered, as it has 
many times been justly denominated a con- 
test ef might against right, of the com- 
bined influence of wealth against the un- 
protected interests of the common people, 
and the result of the issue, considering the 
inequality of conditions was such as to 
— —. the admiration of every patriotic 
citizen. 

The cause of bimetallism, which was the 
watchword of the anti-Republican forces, 
as not been abandoned by its friends and 
advocates, nor are we disheartened or dis- 
mayed by this temporary defeat. We are 
as firmly convinced now of its ultimate tri- 
umph in the United St&tes as that the 
American flag is the emblem of constitu- 
tional liberty, and while principle may for 
a time be overshadowed by sophistry and 
truth obscured by the screen of deception 
or intrigue, they will finally rise above the 
darkened horizon and assume their rightful 
position as the guiding stars of popular 
government. 

Our position was met and antagonized by 
the combined wealth of two continents. It 
Was sought to be obscured by feigned is- 
sues, opprobrious epithets, dishonest meth- 
ods and partisan zeal. Every intrigue which 
wealth could inspire or ingenuity suggest 
was brought into requisition. The debtor 
class was threatened by its creditors, the 
laboring class by its employers and the 
patrons of savings banks and insurance 
companies were made the victims of un- 
scrupulous demagogues, who declared that 
their investments in these institutions were 
to be sacrificed if free coinage of silver 
should be accomplished as the result of the 
election. a 

These methods of political warfare were 
as dishonest and unjust as the advantage 
gained is fleeting and destined to ultimate 
defeat. No success secured by misrepre- 
sentation can have more than a temporary 


lodgment in bees a of a generous andi 


right-thinking pedple, and the result of this 
election will prove in the end a more signal 
victory for those who went down in appar- 
ent defeat than for those who are now 
flushed with apparent victory. 

The safety of a Government like ours must 
depend upon the free and untrammeled ex- 
ercise of the elective franchise, where each 
citizen shall have the right to exercise his 
choice, without fear or favor, according to 
his understanding of the merits of the con- 
tending parties. Every effort which ap- 
peals to the judgment of the voters upon 
the. issues to be determined by their suf- 
frages is within the legitimate domain of 
partisan ethics. But when resort is had 
to the profligate expenditure of money and 
other less questionable but equally potent 
methods of inducing the voter to abandon 
his principles, so much in evidence in the 
last campaign, it is high time for the peo- 
ple to set their seal of condemnation upon 
these practices, which are subversive of 
popular government and a menace to the 
perpetuity of our free institutions. 


But the election has been accomplished, 
and it is now the duty of every citizen to 
accept the result in a spirit of patriotism un- 
sulied by partisan rancor and unembar- 
rassed by factious agitation of the issues 
which have just been fought out. While 
we as bimetallists still adhere to the convic- 
tion that there can no permanent relied 
to the er based upon the single gold 
standard, and that time will demonstrate 
the accuracy of our position, we, at the same 
time, regard it as a duty enjoined upon 
every citizen to do everything in his power 
to assist the President-elect in every effort 
to promote the welfare of the people by 
any policy which he may consider will ac- 
complish that re ult. 

To this end we earnestly advise all our 
friends and coadjutors throughout the Uni- 
ted States to suspend active agitation of the 
subject of free coinage of silver any further 
than a simple mobilizing of the free silver 
elubs throughout the Union and the keeping 
up of the club rolls for future service.

HE WAS KING OF THE TURF. 


He Was Born in 1879 in Kentucky and 
Had a Long and Useful Career 


—His History. 


Freeland, the gallant old son of Long- 
fellow—Belle Knight, is dead. He passed in 
his checks yesterday at *he George Wright 
farm, near St. Louis. 

Freeland, since Aug. 10, 1885, when he de- 
feated Miss Woodford in a match race at 
Long Branch for $20,000, was called “the 
grandest race-horse in all the land.” All 
old turfmen consider him the greatest son 
of Longfellow and the best all-around race- 
horse that ever lived. Ten years ago it was 
common saying on the surf: Them things 
don’t live as ean beat Isaac and the old 
oss.“ By Isaac was meant Isaac Murphy, 
then the first of American jockeys, while 
“the old hoss'’ was the nickname carried by 
Preeland to his grave.

HOCKEY ON ICE. 


The Canadian Game Growing Popular 


in the East. 


Marry Beecher, the skating expert, tells 
about the now popu- 
Sar sport of hockey as it ‘is played in the 

rn cities and in Canada. He Says: 
ames may be played in rinks on 
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pack and a goal keeper. 


ö Each man has cer- 
tain defined duties and covers a particular 
part of his team’s territory. The amount 
of team play that can be developed is 
simply marvelous. The game is to put 
what is called the puck between the op- 
posing goal posts. In doing this the sides 
of the rink are used somewhat like billiard 
cushions. It is considered proper form to 
keep the puck close to your side, babying 
it instead of hitting it hard. In making 
a run a player will use his ability in 
dodging and then by a quick stroke to 
the earrom get by his opponent or pass to 
another of his own side. 

Signals are used, generally made by the 
stick, to inform the runner of the -where- 
abouts of his partners, and by these means 
a complete understanding of what should 
be done is arrived at. 

The puck is made of solid rubber, about 
four inches in circumference and flat on 
both sides. It rarely leaves the ground 
and glides with a quiet swiftness very hard 
to follow with the eye. 
The special characteristics necessary to 
become an expert are, first, speed on 
skates, which is an absolute necessity to 
be anywhere near the puck, and second, 
the ability to start and stop quickly. The.

skates, of course, play an important part 
in one's success, and the best kind are 
called “Canadian skates.“ They are built 
onto the shoe firmly and do not wabble. 
The shoes are made of thick leather, pad- 
ded at the ankles for support and permit 
a wonderful readiness to the skater. The 
expert generally starts on the toes of his 
skate and is off like a flash, gliding here 
and there like a swallow. The stopping 
is the hardest feature to master and is 
generally accomplished by pushing the 
side of the skate at an oblique angle and 
bearing down on the heel. The strain on 
the ankle and leg is severe, and beginners 
will take many a fall before mastering the 
knack. To be a good jumper is also a 
great heip and will avoid tripping over 
sticks and help in dodging. The game 
abounds in tricks, and the different strokes 
that have been worked up would fill an or- 
dinary book. The art of defense, too, 
must be assiduously studied, so that each 
oppesing player shall be guarded in order 
that a clear field or a long run be avoided. 
The players are taught to be careful in not 
going out of their positions too far and to 
rely upon passing rather than leave some 
spot ungarded. One must learn to stop 
the puck solid or in a glancing way, to 
avoid a rush. Both the skate and the 
stick are used for this. 

The game requires first of all good con- 
dition, especially in wind and leg mus- 
cles. There is no time to loaf and the play 
is fast at all stages. One must be in the 
thick of it every moment to become a 
player of the first class. The quickness 
of the plays and the smoothness. with 
which they are executed lends a fasoination 
to this sport that should make hockey the 
most popular game for the winter.

THE PNEUMATIC BOAT. 


A New Trick for Sportsmen and Duck 
Hunters. 


A type of boat which excited much com- 
ment at the Sportsman's Exposition lately, 
but which was looked upon as rather a 
novelty which had its claims to utility and 
practical worth yet to establish, was the 
pneumatic boat. 
This craft. it ean scarcely be called a 
boat, is simply an exaggerated rubber 
sancer. It is heart-shaped and fitted with 
a pneumatic rim which extends around the 
boat, flush with the water, and when in- 
flated gives the craft the full share of 
buoyancy. 

Extending down into the water from the 
bottom, there are constructed two water- 
proof leggings into which are thrust the 
feet and legs of the occupant. To the 
heels of these leggings are attached a pair 
of collapsibe flaps so constructed that 
when the toe is thrust forward they lie 
close to the side of the foot, and expand 
like wings upon the backward movement, 
thus propelling the boat as the occupant 
may desire. Rushes may be fixed about the

LITTLE ITEMS FROM THE BIG

GOSSIP OF CLUB AND TRACK. 


Old Wheels Will be Hard to Trade 
in for New—Meetings Past 
and to Come—Notes. 


The cyclist who has a wheel at present, 
and is intending to get a new mount for 
next season is just now more or less per- 
plexed over the question of how much it 
can be traded in for. Presuming that $100 


was paid for the wheel, and that good care 
has been taken of it, also that the changes 
for 1897 on the whole are far from radical, 
he argues that it has not deterigrated more 
than 25 or 30 per cent in value, and there- 
fore from $75 to $70 should be allowed for it 
in exchanging it for a new one. But right 
there he runs up against a snag, for the 
cycle dealer has ideas of his own upon the 
subject that run directly counter to the 
ideas expressed above.

He was the first witness placed on the 
stand. Beyond demonstrating to the jury 
dome of his peculiarities, his testimony was 
only important in that he declared he 
knew he was incapable of managing his 
own affairs.

St. Louls Trust Co., which has acted as 
curator for the young man os his minor- 
ty, told of conversations he held with him 
during the past few weeks concerning his 
property.

He replied, 50 cents.“ Mr. Stewart 
did not think this an evidence of insanity. 
He did not believe the young man exactly 
insane, in fact. He characterized him as an 
“incompetent.” His mind had ceased to de- 
velop, apparently, and he could not learn 
any of the matters that one years younger 
should be familiar with.

Many of the Buildings Are a Menace to 
the Lives of the Scholars.

to the general public. He has for some time 


felt that some of the public schools are not 
as safe for many rea ons as they should be. 
Many of them are c antiquated style of 
architecture, not fire proof and not supplied 
with adequate means of escape in case of 
danger from either fire cr panic among the 
scholars. 

Though prepaned for di- coverles Mr. Ran- 
dall was surprised when he had gotten only 
part of the way in his investigations. The 
newer schools are in every wiy satisfactory, 
but the older schools are a merace to life 
every day that they are kept open. In addi- 
tion. to not being fire proof, they are sub- 
plied with narrcw winding stairways, and ina 
some instances with only one stairway icad- 
ing froin the upper flcers, In case of fire in 


ensue among the ch idren, ro matter of what 
age, and the loss of life and injury to the 
helpless little ones would be something ter- 
rible to contemplate. 

To accentuate these great disadvontage;s 
some ct the buildings are equipped with cld- 
style hot air furnaces that are manifestly 
unsafe, as they are apt at any moment to 
set the surrounding woodwork on fire. 

Mr. Randall well pursue h‘s invest g tions 
until he has made a careful examin. tion of 
every public school in the city. He will 
then submit his report to the Mun‘c.pal As- 
sembly, with a statement of the changes 
needed to make the buildings safe for school 

urposes. The report will be accompanied 

y detailed drawings showing clearly the 
danger. The investigation has not vet pro- 
gre:sed sufficiently far to admit of details 
being given.

His report to the War Department was 
go unfavorable that the deal for the pur- 
hase of the grounds, for which Congress 
had appropriated $18,000, was never con-

As a consequence of Col. Henry's report 
and the attack made on the sanitary con- 
dition of Jefferson Barracks, a committee, 
of which Col. Henry will be chairman, has 
been, appointed by the War Department to 
investigate the healthfulness of both places.

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PASSING OF EDWARD MARTIN. 


Wealthy Old St. Louisan Dies at His 
Home. 


The older generation of St. Louls citizens 
has lost another member. Edward Martin, 
for many years identified with its clothing 
trade and real estate interests, died at his 
home, 3411 Pine street, at half past 9 o'clock 
yesterday morning. He was in his 67th 
year. 

Somé months ago he got a bad fall from 
an Olive street cable car, and it is said 
that his death was hastened thereby. His 
knee was injured and his spine wrenched. 
He was in bed a long time, 4 part of it de- 
Urtous, and his old power of tocomotion 
never came back to him. For some days 
before his death his mind failed him. He 
leaves seven children, .five sons and two 
daughters.

On gotus out of the 
clothing business he, joined by Charles 
Green, bought the old St. Louis University 
property at Ninth street and Washington 
avenue, paying for it nearly $1,000,000. of 
late years he was engaged in real estate 
transactions.

IN NARROW LINGS. 


SLIGHT DOWNWARD TENDENCY 
IN THE WHEAT MARKET. 


WAS FOLLOWED BY A RISE. 


Reasons for the Fluctuations in the 
Prices of Cereals Now 
and Heretofore. 


Last week was one of see-saw markets, 
but thé fluctustlons have generally been 
within narrow limits, with the tendency 
of downward until Saturday. when there 
was a reaction and a recovery of 1 cent 
of the loss. Conditions are very much as 
they were a week ago, but the feeling is 
easier, and traders who a short time ago 
were talking dollar wheat’’ are satisfied 
to maintain the present price. 

The cash busimess is very quiet, and 
while the offerings are smiall, the demand 
is much more restricted than it has been 
and buyers are more independent. 

The flour market is dead dull, and the 
movement very slow at the present prices, 
with little prospect of an improvement in 
either flour or cash wheat umtil after the 
holidays. 

‘here is also a lack of active speculation, 
which is usually manifest in the grain trade 
on the near approach of the holiday sea- 
son, and the markets are very irregular. 

The relatively low prices of corn, oats, 
rye and tatoes, as compared with wheat, 
is worrying the bulls to some extent, and 
the enormous increase in our exports of 
corn to Europe shows that foreigners are 
beginning to realize the value of that pro- 
duct. 

The large exports of wheat to Europe con- 
tinue, but the ability of that country to 
absorb enormous quantities is not so evident 
as it was a short time ago. 

The visible supply is about 7,000,000 bush- 
els less than it was a year ago, and ex- 
perts are figuring on a decrease of 1,500,000 
bushels for Monday, but the supply will 
then be more than double what it was in 
1890, which was our last period of high 
prices. 

The stocks of wheat in local elevaiors are 
all held by so few parties that it also tends 
to check speculation, as traders are afraid 
to sell short, no matter how bearish the 
situation might look, as they all fear a 
squeeze, but on the other hand the very 
fact that our entire stock of wheat is in the 
hands of a few speculators is also a men- 
ace to high prices, as no one is able to tell 
just when they will determine to let go. 

While stocks of breadstuffs are gradu- 
ally shrinking the export demand continues 
urgent and farmers are holding back the 
surplus they now have on hand. Stocks 
in Europe are gradually enlarging and 
buyers are very backward about following 
any advance. The wing crops are in 
excellent condition and the acreage is un- 
usually large. 

The spread between St. Louls and Chi- 
cago is still 9c on May wheat and while 
the fluctuations from this time on are 
apt to be frequent and wide, the tendency 
will be to return to ache present prices. 


The corn market 16 ey gy’ little at- 
tention and speculation is so light that 
puts, calls and corn have several times 
during the past week sold at the same 
price. The feeling is that as compared 
with wheat present prices are too low, 
and that money can made by holding 


on. 

The oat market has been dull and weak 
throughout the week. There was a limited 
demand, with large offerings, and seaboard 
clearances were much lighter than last 
week. Receipts are fairly heavy and buy- 
ers are particular as to quality. ere is lit- 
tle or no speculative demand. 

The sudden check to the rapid advance 
which occurred during the previous week 
brought the traders to a realization of the 
fact that while the markets looked strong, 
the steady advance had discounted all bul- 
lish considerations, and also impressed 
them with the fact that the unusually high 
prices are ving the effect of forcing Eu- 
ropeans to be economical in the use of our 
wheat. This resulted in a bearish feeling. 
and in spite of the small stocks and heavy 
clearances, a decline set in which, while it 
has been somewhat — lar, has contin- 
ved throughout the week. There was a 
slight bulge Tuesday and a heavier one on 
Saturday, but with those exceptions the de- 
cline has been steady throughout the week. 
Cash wheat has suffered some in sympath 
with futures, and the net loss for the wee 
on May wheat was Ic, and on cash 
wheat c. 

Russia continues to export enormous 
21 of wheat, and it is now claimed 
that India will have some wheat to export 
from the growing crop. 

Advices from Argentine continue bad. 
There is little doubt that she will have a 
light harvest this year. 

Most of the authorities are showing the 
statistical position to be such as to war- 
rant extremely high prices, and are juggling 
the figures to suit their own conclusions. 

The nearest approach to the present con- 
ditions was in 1891, or rather the crop year 
of 1890-91, when we had an era of high prices. 
The world's wheat crop of 1889 being 990,- 
000,000 bushels short, and the crop of 1890 be- 
ing less than an average, caused a heavy 
demand from all exporting countries, but 
the total production of wheat in the United 
States in 1890 was only 399,262,000 bushels, 
the shortest in a number of years, and this 
following the heavy shortage in the world's 
crop the year before, naturally caused an 
era of high prices. 

Cash wheat sold up from % cents on Dec. 
12, 1890, to $1.14 on April 21, 1891, but there 
were a number of conditions to warrant 
higher prices then than now. First of all. 
we were in the midst of an era of prosper- 
ity and speculation, and corn and oats ere 
high as well as wheat, as both of these crops 
had been short, and, while wheat sold up to 
$1.14, corn sold at cents and oats at 56 
cents, while now corn is selling for less than 
one-fourth the price of wheat. 

The vistble 1244 of wheat December 1, 
188), was only 24,528,000 bushels, while the 
vis'ble supply of wheat December 5, 1896, was 
56,312,000 b els.

The proposition to increase the yearly dues 
of the Exchange, which will come up be- 
fore the Board of Directors, is causing con- 
s‘derable discussion and a petition is being 
prepared asking that the dues be allowed to 
remain as they are and the expenses be 
reduced instead.

EXCHANGE MEN 
DEBATE A RAISE. 


SOME WANT $5 A YEAR INCREASE 
OF ANNUAL DUES. 


SOME POSITIVELY DO NOT. 


Matter Will Be Brought Up Probably 
at the Meeting of the Board 
of Directors To-Morrow. 


A good many members of the Merchants’ 
Exchange have been quietly discussing 
raising the annual dues for sometime sub 
rosa, but there was no open agitation of 
the matter until last Thursday morning, 
when Theo. Bowman went about canvass- 
ing the members as to the advisability of 
raising the dues from $2 a year to $25 a 
year. 

Not many of the members were willing 


to declare themselves even to Mr. Bow- 
man, and those who did were about evenly 
divided on the question. It is generally 
conceded that the matter will be brought 
before the Board of Directors at to-mor- 
row s meetng. 

Nobody seems to have a very clear idea 
who will bring the question up, but it is 
belleved that some grain man: will make 
the motion, The directors and officers of the 
Merchants’ Exchange will not discuss the 
effort to have the dues raised. President 
Spencer sad to a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

While it is possible that a proposition to 
raise the annual dues will come up at the 
meeting Monday and receive thoughtful con- 
sideration, I cannot discuss the matter in 
any of its phases. It would be out of keep- 
ing with my position as President of the 
Exchange for me to state my own prefer- 
ence in the matter. It would be equally in- 
judicious for, me to attemp? to forecast the 
action of the board on the question. I have 
no right to say anything as to the probable 
action of my colleagues.“ 

Secretary and Treasurer George H. Mor- 
gan said: “You can readily see the inad- 
visabil:ty of my saying anything at all just 
now. I have no opinion do express.“ 

The majority of the members are equally 
averse to discussing the question before 
some official action is taken. 

It is generally understood that the grain 
people favor the raise almost unanimously. 
One of the stanchest advocates of the 
‘Change in dues is a well known grain 
man, Capt. Joseph 8. Nanson. To a Post- 
1 reporter Capt. Nanson said: 

We favor the raising of the annual dues 
because we think such a step would im- 
prove the Exchange and increase the scope 
of its usefulness. 

The present revenue is not sufficient for 
the needs of a constantly growing enter- 
prise. It is true we have no deficit and 
manage to pay our expenses and have 
something left over besides. 

“We do not lack money to defray actual 
operating expenses, but as it is we have not 
sufficient reserve force.

EVERYTHING GHASTLY CHEAP. 
The Merchants of the Vegetable Dis- 


trict Have on Hand a Scheme for 
Steady and Constant Charity. 


In connection with the relief of the poor 
and worthy objects of charity in the old 
Third District, which will have hundreds in 
need of aid this winter, W. J. Shaw of Shaw 
& Richmond, makes a very good suggestion. 
He says the fruit and produce trade lies 
in the heart of this district, and that most 
of the operators usually respond to char- 
itable calls. Mr. Shaw suggests the opening 
of some cheap, unoccupied store as head- 
quarters for supplies, where the produce 
men could send weekly such donations as 


they saw fit of potatoes, apples, cabbage, 
turnips, etc. A book of record could be 
kept showing the donor’s name, what he 
contributed, dates, etc., to which reporters 
and others interested’ could have access at 
all times—the whole to be in charge of Capt. 


the situation in the district. The low prices 
of all these commodities this winter would 
enable the dealers to donate more freely 
than usual, and the plan would prove prac- 
tical and very economical in reaching the 
deserving pocr in the district. 


The market is now in fair to good shape 
for the reception and sale of Florida and 
other Southern roducts, which became 
very cheap and abundant from one to two 
weeks ago. This applies especially to green 
peas, string beans, cucumbers, gumbo and 
egg plants. Tomatoes are still cheap, but 
in a few days the remnants of the old crop 
will disappear, after which remunerative 
prices may be expected. The approach of 
the holiday season will largely increase the 
demand for these goods. 

There came to the city a few days ago 
something of a surprise—a shipment of man- 


San Francisco. To the average fruit con- 
sumer the mandarin is a small, flat orange, 
but to traverse the 8.000 miles between St. 
Louis and the grove in Japan the fruit must 
be picked green and permitted to mature 
en route. The demand is not yet very ex- 
tensive for this fruit and up to a year ago 
was supplied by Florida. The destruction of 
the Florida crop has started the Japanese 
fruit this way. It was a little too acid to 
meet the views of many buyers. 


One of the best informed wholesale fruit 
dealers on South Water street, Chicago, 
says that as close as he can figure it the 
men in the trade there have 500,000 barrels 
of apples stored. As the current receipts 
are more than ample to supply all wants, 
and there is no immediate prospect of any 
favorable change in the situatioa, the out- 
look is of the most dismal character. No- 
body could well place the losses in sight now 
on this investment at less than $250,000. It is 
clear that the losses to the dealers in every 
city will be enormous in the aggregate, and 
that the 222 season of 1896,97 will never be 
3 y the principal operators in the 
trade, 


After all, the woes, trials and tribulations 
of the apple men have been overshadowed 
by those of the Christmas-tree shippers. 
An ambitious shipper of evergreens from 
Wisconsin came here two weeks ago to 
place thousancs of trees. At that time dis- 
tance must have lent enchantment to the 
view of all concerned, as a dispos'tion to 
trade was quite manifest and, after a thor- 
ough. canvass of the street, the stranger 
was disposed to unfold the glad tidings. 
Meeting Frank Kuehne, he opened with 
„Well, gold eleven cars.“ No, you 
haven't,“ promptly came from Mr. Kuehne. 
This was most unexpected, and apparently 
wounded the feelings of the Wisconsin man. 
He felt he was called a liar. Then Frank 
softened the situation with Lou think you 
have.” This set the stranger to thinking. 
Could he put up such cars or furnish such 
trees as these people exacted, and finally he 
said to himself he would take the chances 
of pleasing them all, and started home to do 
80. few days ago he arrived with eleven 
cars, and, on inspecting the goods, proved 
that there was some wisdom in 
Kuehne's timely warning, for no sale stuck 
that was figured on. To contribute to the 
misery of the situation, another was due, 
or nearly. so, with eight more cars—all of 
which indicates that fine Christmas trees 
will be within reach of the poorest families 
in St. Louis. 


It is really refreshing to hear a good word 
spoken for that much abused class, the 
peddlers. George W. Barnett, one of Chi- 
cago’s leading commiss'on merchants, has 
this to say of them in the last issue of the 
Michigan Tradesman: 

Taking their purchases indo their wagons 
they at once start for their routes and cry 
their wares. There can be no fixed margin. 
They get what they can, take a margin or 
sell at cost, live on the refuse and probably 
they have only a dollar a day on which to 
support a family. WhuHe their :ransactions 
on the 
are very small, and with long hours, pene- 
trating every street and lane of the city, 
they earn what they can get. There is not 
a lane, street or avenue of he — where 
their voice is not heard, not a block but is 
visited by their ram-shackle old wagon, their 
apology for a horse, with his harness of 
straps and strings. Not a house is passed 
unnoticed, they are everywhere, and sell 
the fruit at a margin so close tha}, as I 
have said, their profits are exceedingly 
small. I honor them, for they are engaged 
in an honest calling; I respect them, for 


sections of the city a *aste, at least, of the 
richest and best offering of the country to 
the city; and we use them freely in our 
business and treat them, rough, uncouth, 
ragged and ignorant though they may. be, 
as men, and avail ourselves of their as- 
sistance.

EIGHT HOUR -LAW INCLUDED. 


Suggested Rearrangement of the Pow- 
ers of the Executive and Legisla- 
tive Departments. 


The Charter Revision Commission con- 
cluded its second week's work Gaturday. It 
has finished the Legislative and Executive 
and Administrative Departments and Satur- 
day concluded its work on Article 5, which 
is on revenue and taxation. 

As there are sixteen articles in the in- 
etrument, it is not probable that the com- 
pleted recommendations of the commission 
will be submitted to the Municipal Assem- 
bly for a month. 

In addition to the matters heretofore pro- 
mulgated the commission has considered the 
advisability of making the following 


changes: 
Amend Paragraph 12, Section . Article 3, 


by giving the city the right to regulate the 
storage of all explosive compounds; to regu- 
jate the height of all buildings and to regu- 
fate the erection of wooden fences or struc- 
tures within ‘prescribed limits. 

Amend Section 3, Article 3, by substitut- 
ing a new section, prohibiting the Assembly 
from relieving any citizen from the payment 
of any lawful tax, but conferring on tt 
power to authorize the payment of any dam- 
Ages claimed, or to authorize the compro- 
mise of any disputed demand arising out of 
contract, provikied such recommendation is 
made by the City Counselor.

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WHERE BUSINESS MEN 
RELAX THE TENSION. 


A Quiet Little Gymnasium Where Men of Affairs 
Exercise Their Muscles and Reduce 
Their Avoirdupois. 


There's a quiet little orgenization.in the 
Burlington Building, which attracts but lit- 
tle attention outside, but which is never 
theless a very important factor ih the lives 
of more than one hundred St. Louisans. 

It is the Business Men’s Gymnasium. It 
is located on the second floor and is pre- 
sided over by Prof. Michael Mooney. 

It superseded the cd Missouri Gymnasium 
at 814 St. Charles sticet, which turned out 
some of the best athietcs in the country, 
and is five years old. 

The club is in a prosperous condition, and 
within two or three weeks will move from 
the second to the ninth floor, where it will 
not ony have more commodlous quarters, 
but fuller equipments a more active 
membership. 

For two months Prof. Mooney has been 
conducting a physical culture class at 
Cairo, III., in connection with the Alex- 
ander Club, a social organ ut the 
tourse will end next week, and from. that 
time on he will give his whole attention to 
the work of the Business Men's Gymnas- 


ium. 
Tue club 18 composed of more than 100 


most of the members of the club. Many 
of them are very expert with their “dukes,”’ 
and have developed a surprising lot of 
muscle. 

The quarter throw-back is another de- 
vice for reducing the superfluous fiesh of the 
abdomen. The quarter circle is for the 
development of the muscles of the chest 
and shoulders. The chest weights are also 
good for this purpose, but the rowing ap- 
paratus goes even farther, as it calls a 
greater number of muscles into play than 
almost any other kind of exercise that may 
be taken. The neck machine is beneficial 
in its line, and the parallel bars and hori- 
zontal bars are great promoters of grace 
and agility. 

Swinging Indian clubs is another popular 
form of exercise at the gymnasium, and one 
in which many of the members have at- 
tained considerable proficiency. To swing 
them gracefully or with any degree of va- 
riety of moveinent requires long and care- 
ful practice, and many mien have not the 
patience to perfect them¢ea'ves ir the art. 

“The trouble with too many men is,” said 
Prof. Mooney, discussing physical culture 
in general, that they start off with too 
much of a mpucieh and work too hard the 
first day. They lift heavier weights than 
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business men, of all ages. Among the prom- 
inent members are:

You may have seen the play called Kerry 
Gow,” in which our long time but ever popu- 
lar friend, Mr. Murphy, appears, or used to 
appear, to such advantage. The hero must 
make enough money to lift a mortgage on 
the home of the heroine or the villain will 
take either the heroine or the home, and 
perhaps both. The hero, of course, is poor, 
and by the same token he is the choice of 
the heroine, according to the law of cause 
and effect in such cases made and pro- 
vided.

Without the king of the turf the hero's 
horse can win without much trouble, but 
with the king in the running there can be no 
chance for another horse, and the mortgage 
must remain. 

This situation evolves the finest and in 

fact the only piece of real acting in the 
play of Kerry Gow.“ When the king of the 
turf is brought to the farrier the night 
before the race the farrier happens to be 
none other than the hero himself and the 
heroine is present, despondent and even 
despairing in the contemplation of the 
slender neck, breast, limbs and flanks of 
the thoroughbred racer. But the hero is a 
man who knows his trade, and when, with 
one of the king's forefeet between his 
knees, he holds up a little shining particle 
and says: Nora, I’ve got the nail,’’ you 
know just how that race will end. That is, 
if the actor knows his part. If he does 
you will see an expression of secretive cun- 
ning and resolve flash over his countenance. 
But you might shut your eyes, and, if 
the actor puts the proper inflection and 
meaning into the words, see the king come 
limping down the homestretch, and the 
hero’s horse, with a mortgaged house on 
his back, come first under the string in 
gallant style. : 
Now, truth is not always stranger than 
fiction, but it is often nearly as strange, and 
it is poor fiction which is so strange that we 
cannot conceive of it being truth under 
proper conditions and surroundings.

NEW BOOKS AND AUTHORS, 


Some years ago a young man made the 
rounds of this country, under the patronage 
of the church societies in the character of 
a “reformed gambler.” The young man lived 
on the fat of the land, which he earned by 
relating in public the details of his down-. 
fall and reclamation. He gave far more time 
to the downfall than to the reclamation. 
His description of gaming table scenes 
where he bet on the ace“ or “coppered the 
king’’—the wagers generally going against 
him until] he was broke—were given with a 
relish and a particularity of detail that left 
nothing to be guessed by the pious seeker 
after knowledge of the ways of evil. 
Somehow or other this young man is 
brought to mind by Mr. Arthur Morrison's 
new book, A Child of the Jago.” In the 
description of squalor, crime and human 
wretchedness Mr. Morrison is a_ sort of 
Dickens without Dickens’ humor, The Jago 
semes to be a rake-hell district of London. 
the hereditary home of degraded vice, the 
hotbed of degenerate and irreclaimable 
forms of existence. The modes of life there 
—the crimes, from common theft to brutal 
murder; the vices, from besotted drunken- 
ness through all forms of immorality—a 
regular inferno of deviltry, are laid Dare in 
all their repulsiveness and awful 2 
Through nearly 400 pages the book reve 
in a saturnalia of ignorance and vicious- 
ness, with only one ray of light on the 
dark picture. 

The minister of the Gospel, “Father 
Sturt,” is the only redeeming character in 
He devotes his life tn his own 
original way to the reform of the district. 

When one comes to look for the philo- 


ing—it is found a little — That the 
author holds society responsible is inferred 
from, his quotation on the flyleaf of the 
book from Ezekiel, about those who “daub 
with untempered mortar,” closing as fol- 
ows: 

“Lo, when the wall is fallen, shall it not

That he regards the ordinary reformatory

Tt Was Cast Ashore on the Florida 
Coast After a Fierce Fight. 


A etrange sea monster was cast ashore 
at St. Augustine, Fla., a few days ago, 
which the local scientists have been unable 


to classify. 

The body when first found was twenty- 
five feet long, and although much shrunk- 
en, was four and a half feet thick by ten 
feet in breadth.

that the monster ts of the cuttlefish order; 
but Dr. Grant of St. Augustine, who has 
made an anatomical examination of it, 
eays he found in it no bones to indicate that 
it was of that especies. Dr. Grant describes 
the creature as follows: 

The head is as large as an ordinary flour 
barrel and has the shape of a sea lion head. 
The neck, if the creature may be said to 
have a neck, is of the same diameter as the 
body. The mouth is on the under aide of the 
head, and is rotected by two tentacle 
tubes about eight inches in diameter and 
thirty feet long. These tubes resemble an 
elephant’s trunk, and obviously were used 
to clutch i9 a sucker-like fashion any object 
within their reach. 

“Another tube or tentacle of the same di- 
mensions stands out on the top of the head. 
‘Two others, one on each side, protrude from 
behind the monster’s neck and extend fully 
fifteen feet along the body and beyond the 
dail. The tall, which is serrated and jagged 
with cutting points for several feet, is flank- 
ed with two more tentacles of the same di- 
mensions as the others and thirty feet long. 
The eyes are under the back of the mouth, 
Instead of over it. 

“This specimen ts so badly cut up by 
sharks and saw-fish that only the stumps of 
the tentacles remain, but pieces of them 
were found strewn for some distance on the 
beach, showing that the animal had a fierce 
battle with its foes before it was disabled 
and beached by the surf.“ 


A ONE-EARED RABBIT. 


A Young Lady Caught It and It 
Seemed Glad to Be Caught. 


Miss Bertrand, daughter of the hotel 
keeper at Tocsloma, near San Francisco, 
captured a most unusual quadruped a few 
days ago. It is a specimen of the ordinary 
cotton tall rabbit, but differs from the reat 
of his tribe by not having his just share 
of ears.

It 
Sticks up in the wildest manner, and makes 
the little animal look about twice its real 
size. It also gives him the feroctous ap- 


“right in the middle of his fore- 


inch long, of threadlike structure, and with 
long, fibrous roots. he presence of this 
wonderful plant was a puzzle over which 
the learned doctors debated long and ear- 
nestly, but with unsatisfactory results. 
was decided best to make no attempts at re- 
moving it, as tmmediately death would 
surely have followed. The patient soon re- 
covered bodily, but his mental condition 
grew worse. At intervals only would he 
have short spells of consciousness, when his 
mind would seem to clear and his speech 
become somewhat coherent. 

Before his death a few days ago he seem- 
ed to regain his self-possession, and for 
two hours was able to give to the nurses 
and doctors his own story of what had 
happened to him. In 1890 Colcannon, while 
driving a wagon, came in collision th an- 
other wagon and fell violently to ‘the 
ground and injured his head. It was au- 
tumn, and the earth was yellow with with- 
ered grass and eeeds of various kinds. 
The only way of accounting for the pres- 
ence of the plant in his brain is on the 
assumption that a seed was driven through 
the skull at the time of his fall, and, find- 
ing enough moisture, vegetated there and 
thrived in its strange bed of gray matter. 

This rare specimen was removed after 
Colcannon’s death, and is now in the hands 
of Dr. Hazlewood of Sodom, who believes 
it to be unique in the annals of surgery. 


CURIOUS PLANT GROWTHS. 


Trees Which Yield Paper, Candle, Oil 
and Other Useful Things. 


The value of the plant world, not only in 
furnishing the pulpy material of which 
paper is manufactured, but also in supply- 
ing the paper itself outright, may not be 
fully apreciated by those who have not in- 
vestigated the subject. It is well known that 
the Egyptian papyrus, in early days, was the 
main source from which anything like our 
modern paper was derived. 

This was a reed that grew by the brooks, 
with a stem 6 to 10 feet in height, and about 
an inch in diameter. These were peeled and 
the pith was cut into thin slices, which 
were then laid side by side, with the edges 
touching one another. After being sprinkled 
with water a heavy pressure was applied, 
and they were thus united into one piece. 

It may not be so generally known that 
there now grows in Asia a tree the bark of 
which is made into sheets about a yard 
square, and these are used for all the ordi- 
nary purposes of paper, being very tough. 
and durable. The soft and durable Chinese 
rice paper is not the product of any part of 
the rice plant, but is the pith of a tree, 
which, by the aid of a lathe and a sha in. 
ao np ae is cut into very thin and delicate 

8. 

The lighting materials furnished by trees 
is something worth noting; among which 
may be mentioned the Japanese wax tree, 
which bears bunches of fruit, growing like 
grapes, and containing a species of wax 
used in making candles. Another tree is 
found in the Pacific islands, known as the 
candle-nut, which yields a large quantity of 
oil, the kernels being strung together on 
a stick and lighted as a candle. 

We may also mention the candle tree, the 
fruit of which is three or four feet in length, 
and about an inch in diameter, and of a 
yellowish color, hanging from the tree 
so as to present the appearance of wax 
candles, and in such abundance as to give 
the idea of a chandler’s shop. 

A slender, erect shrub grows in India to 
which the name of the telegraph plant has 
been given, because of a resemblance to rail- 
way telegraph signals in the motion of its 
trifollate leaves; the two side ones rising 
and falling alternately for a time and then 
starting again into motion.

Several months ago Joshua Slocum start- 
ed from New York alone on his smal! sloop, 
the Spray, for the Antipodes. He encount- 
ered many perils and adventures, but the 
strangest experience in the annals of the 
sea came to this lonely mariner when he 
actually succeeded in putting sharks in 
harness, and so making his way out of a 
calm belt where his vessel had lain motion- 
less for days. He tells about it in a letter 
from Sydney, Australia, dated Oct. 5, as 
follows: 

Many strange experiences follow in the 
wake or cross the bows of one living close 
to nature. The great and ever changing sea 
becomes at last a companion, and the mon- 
sters of the deep finally are good servants. 
Man “masters by his devices the tenants 
of the fields.” I take a hand in taming deni- 
zens of the sea, with good practical re- 
sults. It was calm and hot after the burst 
of old polar wind that struck the good sloop 
Spray when her nose was barely out by 
Fiji. The gale sunk the stout ship Patrician, 
further south, and worked considerable 
other damage. This flerce gale stilled the 
trade winds, for that belt of the south cor- 
responds with the “horse latitudes" in the 
north in point of calms and uncertain es. 

he Spray rolled lazily for days. The 
pitch, started by the heat of the sun, boiled 
out of the seams of her deck.

DOGS’ TAILS, 


HE MAKES A BUSINESS OF IT AND 
CHARGES ONE DOLLAR 
PER BITE. 


There is a man in New York, Stephen 
Mulvey, who makes a business of biting of 
dog’s tails at $1 per bite. * 

That is one way of making a living. A 
revolting way, some would think, but, ac- 
cording to the tail biter, it is nothing when 
you get used to it. The only trouble ts in 
getting used to it. Some people never 
would. 

The fashion of docking dogs’ tails_is more 
ancient than the cruel fad of shortening the 
tails of horses. It has been practiced by 
dog fanciers for a long time, notably in 
England. Unlike the horse tail docking 
fad, it is not done wholly for fashion’s sake. 
It is done largely under an old superstitious 
belief that a puppy’s tail contains a worm 
which, unless extracted at the proper age, 
produces distemper, hydrophobia, mange, 
and al the other ills which beset puppy- 

ie nothing in veterinary science to 
support this belief, but it obtains neverthe- 
less, and is religiously beleved in by thou- 
sands of people, who would not be cruel 
enough to dock their dogs’ tails, but for the 
— * gn doing they are immunizing 
em from disease. 

The question may be asked why the tails 
are not amputated by the knife. Any one 
who belleves in the presence of the tall 
worm will tell you that the knife only cuts 
the tail off without get all the worm, 
If part of the worm is left, the belief is that 
it will get a new start in life, Uke a tape- 
worm and the operation will have been in 
vain. In biting off the tail the whole worm 
is extracted. If you don't beLeve it, the 
biter will show it to you, wriggling on the 
end of the amputated tail. 

Although veterinary surgeons will tell 

the worm exists, not in the tail, but 
only in the imagination, the tail biter will 
produce the worm. How its this? Dead 
In cutting off the tail a clean cut 
In biting it off the teeth give a 
half through, ali round pressure, and the 
tiny worm like ligament which runs all 
through the tail, and gives the dog the 
power of wagging that ornamental member 
at will, is pulled out instead of being cut 
off. This is the scientific explanation, but 
the ligament looks like a worm, the biter

THE WOMAN’S CHRISTIAN HOME 


An Asylum for Self-Supporting Young Women Free 
From the Temptations Which Beset 
the Inexperienced. 


“Well, I am glad to get home, this has 
geemed a long day to me. I'll get my key 
and go right to my room and get ready for 
Ginner, for I am as hungry as a bear.“ 

I wee spending a day at the Woman's 
Christian Home on Washington avenue and 
Bighteenth street, and it was getting on (o- 
ward 6 when the inmates of the Home be- 
gan to arrive in crowds. Two girls had 
just come in from their work, for most 
of the inma‘es are business women, and 
one of them made the remark quoted above. 

In a few minutes the little sitting room 
on the left of the hail as you enter the 
front door was filled with young women, 
all talking, laughing, and having a good 
time generally. They reminded me of a 
crowd of boarding school girls during rec- 
reation hour, for they all seemed glad to 
relax a little from the usual quiet of the 
place. The lower floor of the building con- 
tains a large saloon parlor, furnished 


plainly but neatly, the room occupied by 
ahe secretary or superintendent, the office, 
and the girls’ sitting room, besides a few 
bed rooms. 

While sitting in the superintendent's room 
before dinner, watching the boarders as 
they tripped in, I heard a most unearthly 
noise. then a succession of the sounds, 
which I took to be signals of distress, and 

up, expecting everybody in the 
room to respond to the summons, But they 
never noticed the sounds, although re- 
ted at intervals for several minutes. 
Final! my curtosity overcame my sense 
of — 2 TI asked a young lady 
etanding near me warming her feet at the 
register, what it meant.

“For goodness eake don’t write us up as 
immates of a charitable institution,” Sad 
one of them after she had discovered that 
JT was a representative of the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch. A clergyman came here lately 
to visit the Hime and he had pravers with 
us, which we of course appreciated, but he 
invoked divine assistance for us as if we 
were the most poverty stricken objecte of 
charity ever dependent for shelter upon the 
charity of a great city.” 

‘"We like the home,“ spoke up a nice look- 
ime girl from a neighboring town who ifs 
taking a course art. and T like many of 
the girls. I came here because I was a 
stranger in the city, and I did not want 
to go to some place where I would have 
no one interested in me. and consequently 
feel left out in the cold, but we pay our

During the fall festivi- 
tles they take a great many transient cus- 
tomers to help out with the expenses. It 
is almost — — 1 for the Home to become 
self-supporting so long as they receive 80 
many charity inmates. Girls or women in 
the enjoyment of ind ndent incomes are 
not admitted into the Home, only self-sup- 
—— women and those who are trying to 

come independent. 

Mrs. Daniel Kuhn of Chouteau avenue is 
President of the Home; Mrs. J. Thomp- 
son, First Vice-President; Mrs. E. H. Eilers, 
Secretary, and Mrs. J. N. Booth, Treasur- 
er. The institution is well cared for and 
the ladies may well be proud of a work 
which furnishes to so many homeless young 
women a happy, comfortable asylum, for 
after spending several hours.with the in- 
mates and ladies in charge of the work, 
this was the impression left upon MAB.
